CHAPTER 22,

AN ACT to change and regulate the time of
holding terms of court in the superior court
of Milwaukee county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. The terms of the superior court
-of Milwaukee county, Wisconsin, shall be three
in number for each year the commencement of
said terms to be as follows, to-wit: on the first
Monday of January; on the first Monday of
April, and on the second Monday of September
in each year.

SecTION 2. This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publica-
tion.

CHAPTER 23.

AN ACT to amend section 3 of chapter 1235 of
the laws of 1887 as amended by section 3 of
chapter 67 of the laws of 1891, relating to the
superior court of Milwaukee county.

SectioN 1. Section 5 of chapter 125 of the
laws of 1887 as amended by section 5 of chapter
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
